GROWING DAHLIAS 


TERMS OF SALE 
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PLANT after danger of frost. Hole about 
6” deep. Set stake at planting time. Thor- 
oughly mix in cup of bone-meal or rotted 
manure. Place tuber flat with sprout up. 
Cover lightly. Fill in as plant grows. 


WATER well when you plant and give thor- 
ough soaking every week to 10 days after. 


FERTILIZE with one good application of 
barn manure and several light applications 
of commercial (such as 5-10-10) when 
blooming. 


CONTROL BUGS with DDT or Lindane for 
thrip, Leaf Hoppers, and cucumber or 
spotted beetle. Tobacco dust or spray for 
aphis. Malathon for Red Spider mites. 


CUT FLOWERS late afternoon or early 
morning. Boil stems 90 seconds then im- 
merse in deep water in cool place several 
hours before arranging. 


DIG DAHLIAS late in fall, usually after frost. 
Lift carefully and store in cool (35° to 50°) 
place. Inspect monthly. If tubers shrivel, 
storage is too hot and dry. Mold can be 
controlled with ample ventilation. 


All bulbs are fully guaranteed to be true to name and free from 
disease and any which prove otherwise will be replaced 
cheerfully upon return. 


Due to the increased postal rates we ask that you include 25c 
with each order. In most cases this does not take care of the 
total postage but helps take care of the increase. 


C.O.D. shipments are NOT ACCEPTED. They cost you more, 
and mean much work for us. 


Delivery in Southern United States will begin March Ist. 
Orders shipped earlier on request, and on customer’s risk 
against loss from freezing. Shipments to Northern United 
States will begin April 15th. These dates are the earliest 
practicable for planting in their respective areas. (In Oregon 
we plant from the 15th of April to the 15th of June with fine 
results.)
